Delhi, the 22nd January, 1962 

No. I(l)/62-D.M.Cor.(V).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
rule (1) of rule 13 of the Delhi Municipal Corporation (Election of 
Councillors) Rules, 1962, and in supersession of his notification No. 1(1)/ 
62-D.M.Cor.(III), dated the 20th January, 1962, the Commissioner directs 
as follows: — 

(i) the choice of symbols to be made by candidates at an election 

in a ward of the Corporation of Delhi shall be made from the 
symbols specified in column 1 or in column 2 of the Table 
and shall be subject to the following restrictions; 

(ii) any such candidate sponsored by a political party mentioned in 

brackets after a reserved symbol'specified in column No. 1 
of the Table shall choose, and shall be allotted, that symbol 
and no other symbol; 

(iii) (a) any other candidate shall choose and shall be allotted one 

of the free symbols in column 2 of the Table and no other 
symbol; 

(b) if two or more candidates have indicated their preference 
for the same free symbol, the Returning Officer shall decide 
by lot to which of them the symbol shall be allotted.

“Providea that at the discretion of Excise Commissioner, cash in 
currency notes or cheque good for payment in favour of 
Excise Cornmissioner may be accepted”.
